Many fine statements. are made 
about’ keepin the sales tax daly 
lar in town and keeping our prop: 
erty tax down. 

I live in Albany, and we do 
quite a bit of buying in town, but 
usually find it easier to go else- 
where. The businessman, who 
often doesn’t live in Alhany, 
|Seems to want us to forget such 
things as competition, courtesy, 
product knowledge, attractive 
surroundings, selection, ete, so 
that our taxes will stay at home. 
Last year I bought paint at two 
local stores, paid full price, about 
25% more than ‘“discounted’’ 
paints, and in each case ended up 
with the wrong product and had 
to point out to the seller his own 
error. I bought a car in Albany 
two years ago and paid $50 more, 
but weighed the convenience fae- 
tor and the sales tax factor and 
took it anyway. 

Now Iets take a look at the tax 
dollar for a moment, In order 
to save $5 on my property tax 
bill, I've got to buy $500 worth 
of taxable (1%) goods in town. If 
I can buy that $500 worth some- 
where else for 10% less and save 
$50, I could afford a good hike 
in my property tax and still come 
out ahead. 

My point is this. We don’t 
need a BUY IN ALBANY cam- 
paign. We need a SELL IN AL 
BANY campaign. A campaign in 
which an Albany merchant says 
“I can, compete with anyone for 
price, selection, courtesy, know- 
ledge, service, and an attractive 
selling atmosphere.’ We need 
fewer merchants who ery the 
blues, and more who try to sell. 
They will be better off and so 
will Albany.
